HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


IS MAJESTY received at Marlbarough House 
on Monday afternoon the newly appointed Bishop 
of Oxford, who went to do homage on his appoint- 
ment, and to receive at the King's hands the 
insignia of the office of Chancellor of the Order of 

the Garter, an office which his Lordship holds by virtue of 
his Bishopric. The Lord Chamberlain, the Home Secretary, 
tie Bishop of London, and the Bish»p of Winchester were 
among those present. 


The King, attended by Major-General Sir Arthur 
Ellis, Comptroller of the Lord Chamberlain's Department, 
and Captain G. Holford, left Marlborough House at 11.30 
on Tuesday morning for Windsor on his motor-car. The 
car was an open vehicle, but had an awning over the top 
ся a protection from rain. A crowd outside Marlborough 
House witnessed His Majesty's departure. The object of 
the visit to Windsor was to inspect the progress being 
made with the alterations there. His Majesty returned to 
town early in the afternoon by motor-car. 


The Queen received the Victoria Jubilee Nurses at 
Mirlborough House on Wednesday. The nurses assembled 
ut the Drill Hall of the London Scottish Volunteers in 
James Street, Buckingham Gate, at noon, when luncheon 
was provided. 


The Nurses marched past Queen Alexandra, the 
numbers being 475 from England, 167 from Scotland, 
БЭ from Ireland, and 69 from Wales; and the proceedings 
then resolved themselves into something of a garden-party. 


The Royal Tour.—The Duke and Duchess of Corn- 
wall left Dunedin at half-past eleven on the morning of 
June 27 by spe iil train to Lyttelton, where they rejoined 
the Ophir and sailed for Hobart. On the way to the 
station the Duke laid the foundation-stone of the Queen’s 
statue, the brief ceremony being witnessed by a large 
crowd. Their Royal Highnesses had an enthusiastic send- 
off, In laying the foundation-stone the Duke said the 
Duchess and he himself would remember the event with 
pleasure. It was the last ceremony in which they took part 
in New Zealand. “Мау all of us,“ added the Duke, 
“ strive to raise up in our hearts and the hearts of the 
nation an ideal based upon the noble example of her life!“ 


Royal Visit to Tasmania. No more cordial 
welcome was given the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York on their tour than that they received from the inhabit- 
ants of Tasmania, one of the constituent States of the 
Australian Comm nwealth. The island is separated from 
Australia by Bass's Straits, in which are situated the 
Furneaux Group and King Island, which are included 
in the colony. 


Aldershot Military Fete.—In aid of the Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Families Association, an organisation which 
has spent many thousands of pounds in befriending the 
wives and children of the men who fight their country's 
battles, a grand military and dramatic fête was opened on 
June 25in the grounds of Government House, Aldershot. 
Her Majesty the Queen graciously lent her patronage to 
the exertions of a hard-working committee, of which 
General Sir Redvers Buller and Lady Audrey Buller were 
the presidents. 

The Duke of Cambridge was good enough to 
travel from London to Aldershot in order that he might 
preside at the inaugural ceremony, which took place 
in the presence of many distinguished officers. The 
grounds of Government House are admirably adapted 
for a fête, and the programme of entertainment devised 
by the committee lacked nothing either on the score 
ef quality, quantity, or variety. All the troops in Alder- 
shot contributed to the success of the féte, which com- 
menced shortly after two, and proceeded right merrily 
until the conclusion of the great military tattoo, in which 
all the regimental bands, numbering 450 musicians, took 
part, making а total, with guards and torch-beare s, of 
781 men. It was a great success. Mr. Brodrick opened 
the féte on the following day.
